G&P:How and why did Carry Nation form? 

Dan:We formed in '85 as a bunch of friends who felt the need to make some intelligent 
noise.When Insted really took off,Gavin's school intensified,and Frank's workload in- 
creased,the Nation just faded.The next thing we know,Gavin and I were doing No For An 
Answer.Two years later after the fall of NFAA and with the availability of the other 
two members-reformation,at least to document the whole thing,was only natural. 

G&P:What is the meaning of the term Carry Nation? 

Dan:The name is a tongue in cheek reference to the prohibitionist of the same name. 

G&P:I've seen flyers of CN so you have played shows.What is the response as opposed 
to the NFAA era? 

Dan:With each passing show Carry Nation seems to emerge as a more aggressive outfit 
with a more dynamic stage presence.The crowd has reacted accordingly. 


G&P:Steve,what is on the agenda for Insted?I've heard you were gonna tour Europe. 
Steve: Insted is not on hold.We took a long break.We have plans to go to Europe.We 
just signed to Epitaph records and part of the deal was to go to Europe.Insted is 


stronger than ever.A new record out at the end of Summer. 

G&P:I heard CN played a show with HR.Can you elaborate on that? 

Dan:You are incorrect.Voicebox (One of my side projects with Chuck Treece) played 
with HR.It was an experiment in communicating with people that were not necessarily 
in our peer group. 

G&P:Steve,with Insted,the Ep is definitely 
involved in an even heavier outfit,can we expect this to be a continuing pattern? 


CARRY NATION IS: 


Steve: Insted will be Insted.My drumming 
gets heavier as I get better and more 
proficient.It is not a conscious effort 
on my part,it is just natural. 

G&P:Dan,I see you are doing some work in 
Flipside Fanzine.Do you have any plans 
on other fanzine stuff? 

Dan:I do a scene report in Flipside main- 
ly because I feel that is a large and in- 
fluencial local mag that might otherwise 
let the most productive part of the South- 
ern part of California go un-noticed.I've 
also begun a semi-monthly collumn in MRR. 

G&P:Is Carry Nation a full time band? 

Frank:It depends on your definition of 
full-time.Dan and I both run a small re- 
cord label.Gavin goes to school full-time 
and Steve works full-time and plays with 
Insted.I usually hold down 2 jobs.Some- 
where in all that Carry Nation exists.I 
| sometimes wish we could spend more time 
on the band,but so far everything has gone 
really well. 

G&P:The Ep has gotten some good reviews 
from major HC zines.Why do you think that 
has been the case.Usually anything that 
is in any way positive is put down. 

Dan:I feel MRR and Flipside are more 
capable of accepting CN because we are 
closer to their age group and share a 
common history and perspective on the underground.Furthermore,I feel they appreciate 
our concern with issues and ideals other than terms like straight edge and positive 

hich are basically crutches to describe something which requires significantly great- 
er thought.

G&P:Do you ever plan to make any money with this band?

Kelley:But we do have a good time.Chicago last time brought us down.we had the 
Waukesha show that had to pull through for us.Dude...A Waukesha Basement?

C&P:From the looks of that picture, I see you have played big shows.What were 
some good ones Vision has played? 

Dave:The biggest show we played was at City Gardens (NJ) with the Ramones. 

We also opened up a New Year's Eve show for Agnostic Front and 10 other bands. 


That was at CBGB'S in New York,the place was packed.That was the one where 
A.F. did their video. We've also played with bands such as: The Exploited, 
24-7 Spies, Verbal Assault, Dag Nasty, SNFU, and more. 

G&P:When I hear Vision, I think of a biend of music.Does the band have any 
Metal influences? 

Dave:We all have our Metal & Hardcore influences. We don't just listen to one 
particular type of music, because there is so much good shit in this world, so 
many talented musicians. How could we shut them out,or Off? 

G&P:In Vision, who writes the music and lyrics? 

Dave:As far as music goes; Chris, Pete, & Matt come up with ideas, play them 
out, and Dave puts his ideas .in wether he likes it or not. Lyrics are mostly 
written by Pete & Chris. Matt more or less fits the words with the song. Dave 
looks over the words,decides what makes sense, changes and rearranges. 

G&P:I have to ask, are any of you vegetarians? How about straight edge? 

Dave:None of us are vegetarians, although Dave does not eat red meat. 
Straight Edge? Well, Dave is straight totally. Pete and Chris, once in a blue 
moon have a drink.
